Costain, Thomas B. Doubleday 
THE SILVER CHALICE (Lta.$10.00) $3.85 


** Mr. Costain's best book of fiction, and one that will put out a strong bid 
to rival The Robe in success with that market. The subject is an illusive one that 
has been approached tentatively through the centuries - the mystery of the holy grail. 
As Mr. Costain conceives it, he visualizes the cup used by Jesus at the Last Supper in 
the hands of Joseph of Arimathea, an ancient and godly man who seeks a way in which 
the holy cup can be preserved. Through an agent he locates a gifted silver worker, an 
artist who has been falsely enslaved; he frees him, brings him from Antioch to Jeru- 
salem, commissions him to make the container for the cup - and thereby thrusts on 
young Basil a strange and dangerous mission. Many adventures, some that might have 
been debasing, many that brought him increase of power and deepened vision and spirit- 
uality, came his way. His marriage, as Joseph lay dying, to Joseph's granddaughter, 
Deborra, to save for the Christians some of Joseph's wealth; their escape from the 
predatory Aaron and zealots who sought to strangle the new faith; the mad ride across 
the desert; the verdict of the courts - all these make a rich tale of adventure. But 
cutting deeper is the spiritual adventure, as Basil meets and is influenced by Luke 
and Paul, John and Peter- and many lesser figures, martyrs to their faith. The story 
is told with Mr. Costain's accustomed skill in recreating the richness of detail in 
background, period, setting- from Jerusalem to Antioch to Nero's court in Rome. Occa- 
sional pandering to modern taste weakens the fundamental values, perhaps, but insures 
the larger market. A sure best seller.

Bazin, Herve Prentice-Hall 
HEAD AGAINST THE WALL $3.95 


The tragic legacy of bad blood- but not in tragic terms, for a close-up of 
mental deterioration and disintegration which is drawn to scale with comfortless preci- 
sion and little heart. For the inheritance of Arthur Gerane, whose mother had suicided, 
is: muffled until Arthur's truancies and escapades bring on a harsh judgment from his 
father who has his worthless, aimless son comhitted to an asylum. But it is Roberte,Ar- 
thur's sister, who is the more direct victim of insanity for when she marries- and be- 
comes pregnant- her mind gives way,and she sinks into complete imbecility. Arthur, mean- 


while, spends months and years behind bars, a repeatedly, disappears successfully 
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at one time during which he marries a Belgian farmgirl, Stephanie, with thickened ankles 
and speech, but nonetheless staunch in her attempts to gain his release once he is caught 
again. But Arthur is finally left to a “posthumous existence" within the asylum, while 
his memory lives on for Stephanie in the child she bears, only to witness again the pat- 
tern of degeneracy.... A satiric spectacle of lives which are out of kilter, portrayed 
with an exhaustive, relentless realism. (Translated from the French. )

Peck, Josephine A. Richard R. Smith | 
THE FLOWER OF LIGHT $4.00 | 


A dynastic novel, of extensive proportions, which concerns an overwhelmingly 
sadistic minister, Dr. Clare Ellenden, president of a girls' college (which is suspici- 
ously like Radcliffe) and his ruthless destruction of the lives around him until he is 
at last broken by events motivated by the hapless family members he has relentlessly 
victimized. Of the twelve persons with whom the book is concerned at the outset, three 
sons die unhappy deaths, two grandson's violent deaths, and the two sons' wives meet 
early deaths through suspect but convenient illnesses. Over and above these vital sta- 
tistics, the story concerns Dr. Ellenden's frenzy to perpetuate the Ellenden name. His 
firstborn dies; his second son is a conscientious objector and unworthy; and it is his 
granddaughter Elizabeth, "the flower of light" who ironically perverts his hope for the 
future and causes his downfall...For an assiduous audience, assiduous to the point of 
(70 pages, which will find that its magnitude permits no latitude of reading interest 
r literary quality.

‘Save for the 
romantic interludes, which in this book form a substantial part of the story, the text 
olds even more exactly to the pattern of history than the earlier volume, reading at 
times like a closely reasoned naval history. Nelson as a man- as a naval genius- as a 
‘rustrated hero, whose recognition lags behind his achievement, comes through the pages 
as a less likable figure than in his youth, but one for which sympathy is inevitable.

Smith, Dorothy Evelyn Dutton 
LOST HILL $3.00 


The Yorkshire moors and the dour people of Yorkshire village and country- 
side provide a rather sombre setting for a sombre tale. Jenny, a city waif, whose 
seven years of marriage to the owner of Lost Hill had dulled what spark there had 
been and given her nothing but a yearning for freedom, finds with widowhood that 
freedom has nothing to offer her. Then into her life come three new threads of 
light:- a tinker and his child, the one to give some stability to the operations of 
the rundown farm, the other to give her a false sense of being needed, as she nurses 
the child back to health, clings to him, more helpless perhaps than he, and Tod, 
back from the war, eager for the home he had loved - and finding it bitterly lonely, 
with all that had meant home gone. One senses the emptiness in two lives- but the 
pull that brings them together is never fully realized. And the story has an odd 
sense of the Victorian flavor- despite its placing in a postwar world - that char- 
acterized the earlier books, 0, The Brave Music and My Lamp is Bright. Minor char- 
acters have more reality than the central figures,- Iris, the slattern; the Bradleys, 
who worked for Jenny; Sanderson, who had kept Tod's farm in tip top shape after Tod's 
father's death, but who wanted "the Master" to take over the reins. Not for everyone.

Johnson, Pamela Hansford Knopf 
CATHERINE CARTER $3.95 


As alternate midsummer selection of the Book of the Month, this is off to 
perhaps a bigger start than Pamela Johnson's previous record in this country would 
warrant. The subject too- an inside picture of the machinations of stage people- is 
a favorite with a substantial number of readers. This is one of those solid long 
English novels that rejoice those who yearn for the old Priestley type of book. The 
period flavor of 19th century London; the theatre of the Henry Irving era; a central 
actor figure whose resemblances to Irving are surely more than coincidental; a love 
story between this actor, Henry Peverel, and a young girl in his company who became 
his leading lady, Catherine Carter - 911 offer tidbits for anyone who revels in the 
pastiche of the boards. A rich concoction, with just a touch of naughtiness which 
could offend only the most Puritanical, a cast that offers a panorama of theatre 
types, a story that has a certain competence and appeal, all combine to offset to 
some extent the occasionally heavy footed and ponderous pace of the story. 


Burt, Katharine Newlin | Scribner 
ESCAPE FROM PARADISE $3 .00 


Some bouffant period props (the '20's, cotillions and terrapin) for the I- 
remember of Maggie Eustace, whose early life of poverty stopped with her adoption by 
Aunt Kinny, a sumptuous-and massive- figure who maintained a large household of de- 
pendents and retainers. Among them was Luke, her adopted son, who at an early age 
exerted his fascination for Maggie and the slightly younger Selena whose charms were 
more demure, more serious, more serene. But although it is Maggie whom Luke loved, 
it was Selena whom he planned to marry- for her money, until Selena dies and Maggie 
bears Luke's accusation of her guilt in Selena's death. And Maggie goes on to marry 
Christopher, only to find that her devotion to him can never equal love, and it takes 
further heartbreak for all before she is finally free- for Luke.... The confessional 
which graduates from a schoolgirl expansiveness to a full tremulo, this is energeti- 
cally emotional- for the ladies at leisure.

Burke, James Farrar, Straus & Young 
THE BIG RAPE $3.00 





An extroverted story of the windup of the war in Germany, of the conquering of & 
a country- but not its spirit, which dresses up, and sexes up, some bare to brutal se- 
quences in terms of LiloMarkgraf, whose physical courage and attractiveness gave her a 
more than equal chance. A fervent party member and nationalist, and in love with Bruno, 
a soldier, Lilo was soon to learn to exploit her disadvantages- even in defeat. When her 
mother and her younger sister are raped by two Russians in a small town to which they es- 
caped, Lilo returns to Berlin. She plans, but fails, to regenerate Bruno- hardened by 
his duties at Buchenwald and now a rabid killer; she fights off, and kills, two Russians; 
she shelters two young girls in her house which is requisitioned by the Russians,and when 
she is requisitioned by Captain Ivanov, she cedes with grace (and later with abandon) 
and makes use of his rank and protection; she kills again, this time the Russian who had 
abused her mother; and with the American occupation, she prepares advisedly and knowingly 
to take on and take over the new enemy... The taproot of nationalism, defiant and indes- 
tructible, in a story which lends its premonition for the future as well as an object 
lession - an embattled, embittered country. (Public libraries may be inclined to dis- 
incline. 


Tasaki, Hanama Houghton, Mifflin 
THE MOUNTAINS REMAIN $3.50 2.45 


An emotionally crucial period in the lives of four young Japanese in post-war 
Tokyo lends substance to a novel which deals pointedly with the remorseful, conquered 
country. Ko-ume, an accomplished géisha, receives a visit from her brother Takeo, in 
quest of a loan for some black market dealings. Minoru, the son of Count Imayama who is 
in turn a staunch patron of Ko-ume's "boss" O-Man, is deeply interested in Ko-ume in spite 
of the tradition that is a damper on marriage plans. He meets Takeo and offers him a 4 
place in the Count's incipient lumber business. Through a temporarily pleasant associa- 
tion, Takeo becomes entranced with Monoru's sister, Michiyo. Intervention arises from the 
Count's need to sever relations with O-Man through financial inabilities and the Countess' 
desire to maintain social position- progresses through to Minoru's brutal quelling of a 
communist influenced labor union at the lumber camp where of course, some of Takeo's sym- 
pathies lie; Ko-ume's tragic suicide; Minoru's marriage to a nobleman's daughter; but 
Takeo's happy reunion with Michiyo- helped along by Christianity. Deepening the story 
and giving it ponderable irony are the Westernizing influences- ones that cause the 
Countess to take up the cause for the emancipation of women; the communist activities 
as contrasted to geisha-housed conversations about democracy and imperialism held by 
politicians at pleasure; the interplay of personal loves. Though the American-educated 
author's second work (his first was Long the Imperial Way- an expose of the Japanese army ) 
becomes at times trite and contrived as he engineers his political discussions, there is 
much to be said for his simplicity and calmness of expression and his awareness of the 
many-levelled progress of human emotions. A much needed picture of contemporary Japan. |

Case, Victoria Doubleday , 
THE QUIET LIFE OF MRS. GENERAL LANE $3,00 3.50 | 


Here essentially for feminine readers is the story of a woman who craved peace 
and instead became the wife of one of the leading figures in mid-nineteenth century Amer- 
ica. Polly Tierre escaped down the Ohio River after Indians had massacred her family and 
found a home with the Kentucky Harts. Her desire for peace led her to marry Matt Hart to 
escape his commanding cousin Jo Lane, but after Matt's death a year later, she became Jo's 
wife, bearing him in time ten children, lading the groaning board for all his guests, e 
and waiting for him to return home while he legislated in Indiana, fought as general in 
the Texan campaign, and acted as governor in Oregon. Settled at last in Oregon which 
partly through his efforts became a state, Lane at sixty retired at last to live peace- 
fully with his wife. This is a family story of birth, death, marriages, finance, with 


attention to character and the conflict of public and private lives- Regional importance.

Gerson, Noel B. Doubleday 
THE CUMBERLAND RIFLES - $3.50. 


The independent state of Franklin of the 1880's (later to be eastern 
Tennessee) under the governorship of John Sevier is the goal of Roz Walker who 
comes to teach school and Danish Janus Elholm, a mercenary escaping scandal in 
Europe, who is in the pay of the Spanish to lead their gathering forces against 
the Americans. Their romance is played out with the background of Sevier's at- 
tempts to control North Carolinian raids, the Spanish dons' determination to in- 
filtrate the local militia and soften it up for a surprise attack, and the sett- 
lers adamant stand against suppression of any kind. Janus learns the rewards of 
treachery cannot be balanced against the freedom of the frontier and joins up with 
Sevier, rescues Roz and is responsible for turning back the Spanish when the 
battle is joined. Less feminine distraction here and a more manly display of 
historical behavior than might be expected. Better than adequate. 


Wylie, Philip Rinehart 
THREE TO BE READ $3.50 


Three, The Smuggled Atom Bomb, Sporting Blood, and Experiment in Crime, 
which are set in Miami, slickly styled, which appeared in previous publication in 
the Saturday Evening Post. Sporting Blood is a fishing story, featuring those 
old favorites- and familiars- Des and Crunch. In The Smuggled Atom Bomb, a 
graduate physics student aspires to the detection of incoming radioactive boxes, 
intended for explosion in our cities, as well as the affections of the Orange 
Bowl Queen at the University of Miami. And Experiment in Crime chronicles the 
changes in the life of Professor Burke, when he realizes that his socio-psycho- 
logical studies in crime have no basis in fact and he undertakes further research- 
in bad company... Nothing to brood about, and the shorter form exercises its 
restraint as physical action substitutes for psychological turmoil and provides 
predictable, patterned tales at a popular level.

Morris, Katharine Dutton 
THE VIXEN'S CUB $3.00 


A quiet story of an English girl and her flowering in the midst of a 
farm family where she is surrounded by men. Willow comes to the household with 
her brother Charles when she is eight, and soon after, Aunt Clara runs off with 
the groom leaving her elderly housekeeper and her husband to care for the four 
boys and two cousins. At eighteen, Willow takes over the housekeeping for the 
family; she has a passionate but short romance with one brother whose destructive 
impulses she had fought as a child, but he soon tires of her, and she turns to 
another brother, Groom, whose unspoken love had strengthened her through the 
years. For he, like her, knows that love is not to be turned on and off, but 
radiates into life... The use of understatement here lends distance to the 
characters, while the book itself has an episodic pattern. But the undercurrents 
of life and death, love and hate, the beauty of the central character and quietude 
of the writing, is somehow reminscent of Precious Bane, and the writing has a 
literate distinction which will recommend this to a discerning rather than appreci- 
able audience.

For popular M. P. Robert E. Hilary, after dates with his new secre- 
ary, Frances, succumbs, through fear of scandal, to the threats of Marchant, Frances' 
lover who poses as her brother,and honors which formerly brought happiness now bring 
affliction as Marchant strikes each time Hilary's career is advanced. Under this men- 
val torture, Hilary's health goes and he turns to the law, at first protected by anony- 
mity, but later publicly ruined as Marchant refuses to accept the verdict of guilty and 
Hilary is forced to appear in court. A precise examination of the pathetic lunacy of

Saunders, Edith Morrow 
THE MYSTERY OF MARTE LAFARGE $3.50 


A delicate reconstruction of a criminal cause celebre, the trial of Marie La- 
farge for the poisoning of her husband and the theft of a diamond necklace- from her 
closest friend, which at the time- the 19th century- aroused a fever of partisan sym- 
pathies and today still sustains its curious fascination. For Marie LaFarge, with her 
mannered romantic charm and cultivation, with her calm and candid protestations of 
innocence and the aura of sanctity which shrouded her last years, was for many an un- 
likely suspect in a case which was based on circumstantial evidence. Passionately in- 
clined, Marie- at 23- was still unwed; her best friend, another Marie, of superior 
birth and considerable dowry, had married a Vicomte, and the loss of her diamond neck- 
lace had gone unprosecuted although Marie had not been unsuspected in its disappearance; 
and finally the marriage to LaFarge, a widower, an ironmaster, crude and insolvent, was 
arranged by her relatives and rushed through- in spite of Marie's distaste for the man 
and the shock to her sensibilities of his "insistent vulgarity". LaFarge's sudden ill- 
ness and Marie's purchases of arsenic- for the rats; the suspicion of his family which 
progressed to the point of open accusation; his death- and the trial which never broke

Weidle, Wladimir John Day 
RUSSIA: ABSENT AND PRESENT $3.00. 


* (Report repeated from P, 109, February lst bulletin, when scheduled for 
March publication, as follows:) "For all its briefness, this little book is one of the 
most compact. as well as fully rounded studies of Russian life and culture - from the 
dim beginnings of the Kiev Dynasty to the troubled present - which has appeared in 
recent years. ‘The author takes as his point of departure an examination of the two 
great trends of Russian thought: the "westerners" who see Russia as a unit of Western 
culture closely affiliated with the rest of Europe, and the “slavophiles” who believe 
Russia's destiny is estrangement from the West and concentration on the Asiatic aspects 
of her history and culture. Siding firmly with the "westerners", the author goes 
briefly into the Graeco-Byzantine roots of Russian culture, the development of a large 
peasantry spread over the vast Russian plain and ruled by a small class of imported 
elite, the coming of Peter and the significance of St. Petersburg in Russian history 
and in relation to the rest of the great country, and finally, the last century and a 
half, which saw the finest flowering of Russian arts and a gradual liberalization of 
of laws, followed by the derailment of the country by men who were superb planners of 
revolution but no statesmen when it came to ruling. His conclusions about the causes 
and need of the revolution may be somewhat questioned, but the early portions of the 
& book make it well worth reading by every American concerned with the floundering course 
” of recent history. Translated from the French by A. Gordon Smith, this is the first 
book in a projected three volume Luropean Triptych."

Prychodko, Nicholas 
ONE OF THE FIFTEEN MILLION $3.00 
Another suffering and escape report from a Communist victim again reveals the 
terrible punishments of those suspected of freedom of thought or speech as they were pur- 
sued and tortured by the NKVD. Seized through internal espionage, he was taken to the 
Lukianiwska Prison in Kiev, where trumped up charges, false evidence and bestial degra- 
dation led the prisoners to sign bogus confessions, where demoralizing techniques could 
not always subdue the accused and suicide, if possible, was a comforting way out. And 
since slave labor in mines and camps was necessary, thousands, like the author, after 
their “interrogations" were sentenced to the Corrective Labor Camps. But even the know- 
ledge that he was to spend ten years in Siberia did not kill the tenacity to live in 
spite of the impossibility of escaping and when his 70 year old mother obtained a par- 
don by a trip to Moscow and the Kremlin, he was finally headed home to the Ukraine. 
There his prison sentence hampered him, but a teaching job was found near the Dnieper 
and with the coming of the Germans in 1941, he not only evaded a second arrest but 
started on his way to Canada. An unsparing indictment of mass persecution of the in- 
nocent, the horrors inflicted on the “enemies of the people", this first hand account. 
underscores the dire results of Soviet methods as they relate to human dignity and 
freedom. A warning signpost, but for a market perhaps already satiated.

Martin, John 
WORLD BOOK OF MODERN BALLET $6.00 

For those interested in the world of ballet, here is the story of this art 
from the time of Diaghileff's death in 1929, when an old world ended. The "Monte Carlo 
Renaissance", the ballet in London and Paris, are discussed, but the bulk of the book 
is devoted to ballet in America when Balanchine came to the country, a fertile “bar- 
barian" field, just as Diaghileff had invaded Paris. The results - the effect of Amer- 
ica on Balanchine and Balanchine on America and its artists are detailed. Here we wit- 
ness the forming of companies, and here is a critical survey of the ballet repertoire.

Running comment on the running sores of prejudice, inequality, bigotry and 
lines of racial demarcation, as the author, a Negro, knowing the life of the have-nots 
in McMinnville, Tenn., starts his way out and up, through some education, the U.S. Navy, 
where he got a commission, then a college degree and lastly a job on the Morning Tribune 
in Minneapolis. It was in this paper that these reports first appeared in a series 
of articles as he traveled through 13 southern states experiencing contemporary white 
and black relations, while looking for the promise of the "New South". There were 
glimpses of it - in individuals (the Warings of South Carolina), in institutions (the 
University of Oklahoma): there were signs of advancement in more open thinking: and 
there were the old stigmas of substandard housing, inadequate health care, discrim- 
ination and Jim Crowism in theaters, hospitals, hotels, transportation, education, 
voting, the whole long list, and the constant doubt and uncertainty as to treatment 
as a Negro and possibility of public rebuff. Washington, D.C., Florida, Georgia, 
Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana, Tennessee - sometimes with new laws but old prac- 
tices, by deeply rooted white supremacists, sometimes bristling with segregation or 
fears of mongrelization, sometimes with a spark that might be a beacon for the future. 
And the conclusion- that what the Negroes need most - and want - is dignity which can 
be achieved in terms of humanity. A balance sheet of little things which throws big 
shadows - both white and black - on American race relations, outspoken but not under- 
handed.

Here is much 
wisdom and little rancor for in the midst of turmoil he senses peace and in spite of 
dishonesty he has faith. Eisenhower and the Hoosiers, Adlai Stevenson and Bertrand 
Russell, the Russians and the stock market, Norway and Korea, the military and the 
bootleggers, the farmer and the racketeer - all come within his range. The light 
and humorous touch of his philosophizing is often in the vein of Will Rogers.

In terms keyed to women's interests, the wife of the former Ambassador to 
Moscow shares her experiences and her reactions to conditions as she found them in 
the two years and more she spent in the American Embassy. She has written her story 
in the form of a diary, with- almost inevitably- a certain amount of repetition and 
some odd shifts of timing and emphasis. But on the whole, she has given a vivid and 
human picture of a city and a people, of a deadly monotony of tempo, appearance, 
expression- from the stolid ugliness of the buildings, the general unkemptness, shab- 
biness, down-at-heel look, to the strange blankness and lack of emotion in the faces 
of the people. She writes of the difficulties in the mechanics of living, the ser- 
& vant problem exaggerated by the government's sabotaging relations on any normal plane, 
the inefficiency of such essentials as plumbing, electricity, water, heat; the fan- 
tastic cost of food, of clothes.

Subtitled "Techniques of the Craft", this is a book for the student of writing 
who is more than eager to absorb specific details for developing his ability. The basic 
facts of fiction, transforming ideas into stories, drama, movement, plot and character, 
dialog, etc., are discussed and emphasis is placed on the sharing of the experience with 
the reader, the importance of visualization and clear images and the means by which the 
reader gets to know the characters on paper. Examples of both good and bad usage come 
from Chekhov, Dickens, Jane Austen, Lardner, Mansfield, Hemingway, O'Hara and others, a 
worthwhile combination of old and new stylists, and the analysis of how a writer can 
earn publication is intelligent, careful and critical in presentation. There is mater- 
lal too on commercial and formula writing, agents, publishers and contracts, so that the 
whole offers a serious study for the would-be informed.

This is Justinian's story and that of Theodora and of Belisarius - the story 
of an era cloaked in legend. With his accustomed skill in lending drama to remote his- 
tory without seeming to embellish it unduly, Harold Lamb has traced through tenuous 
sources the record of Peter Sabbatius, a mountain lad who became an emperor, who from 
his study welded remote frontiers into a great empire, who rewrote laws and gave peo- 
ple a sense of their own rights as citizens, who retiilt a city, saved the glories that a. 
are Rome, and created in Constantinople the church that was one of the Seven Wonders of 
the World. Theodora, his empress, was even more of a nobody - a circus brat, who kept 
herself alive by her wits and who won through to the world's most powerful throne - and 
the devotion of Justinian - the hatred and jealousy of many- and a mature wisdom which 
provided the Emperor with needed balances. Belisarius, scarcely more than a common 
soldier, was third of this triangle,- a military genius, single-hearted, single-minded, 
ne achieved the impossible with a handful of men. More history than story here. 





Oursler, Will & Doubleday 
Smith, Laurence Dwight NARCOTICS: AMERICA'S PERIL $3 .50/$3<75 


A documentary of the infiltration of narcotics- then and now- which dramatizes 
rather than sensationalizes the traffic and its victims. And in the line-up of pushers 
and peddlers, seasoned operators and teen-agers, there is also Elias Eliopaulos, the 
Parisian banker, who firmed up the underworld of drugs; Lucky Luciano who inherited this 
sideline of organized crime and formed a syndicate which included Costello and Adonis 
and Capone as well as the Mafia. There are the different drugs and the effects they 
induce; the opium trade and the tongs; the doctors, some gullible, some venal, and the 
gimmicks used by addicts to secure prescriptions; and finally the Federal Bureau of 
Narcotics, and a star pefformer- George White- whose experiences in isolating sources 
of supply and suppliers have been particularly responsible for checking a widening dan- 
ger. A crimefile which fills in the news with facts, and offers supplementary informa- 
tion on a current situation which has aroused national alarm. 





Abrahamsen, David, M.D. Rinehart ¢ "@ 
WHO ARE THE GUILTY: Education and Crime $4.60 ~ 


A book which develops from the research done by Dr. Abrahamsen under Columbia 
University's Josiah Macy Jr. Foundation at the Psychiatric Institute, and later in con- 
junction with the N.Y. State Department of Mental Hygiene. The findings here ascertain 
the relationship between psychosomatic disturbances and emotional maladjustment- with 
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or without delinquency, and emphasize the psychiatric pattern in criminal behavior. 
And in the attempt to isolate guilt, it is not just the individual who can be consi- 
dered responsible- or punishable- but society as a whole, with its ramifications of 
home, school, community and government agencies. The analysis here is a clinical one; 
of the early manifestations in juvenile delinquency, the emotional, sexual and mental 
causation and symptomology; the emotional patterns which are established early in life- 
and the criminal outlets which follow; the close affiliation between psychosomatic dis- 
orders and antisocial behavior, and again between mental disorders and criminal re- 
actions. The failure of our prison system, and the types of therapy and rehabilitation 
(psychoanalytic largely) which are successful, conclude a study of a social problem- of 
primary value for a professional audience.

Sack, John Rinehart 
| THE BUTCHER $3.50.~ 


The account, previously written up in the Saturday Evening Post, of the 
excitingly dramatic expedition to climb Mt. Yerupaja in Peru's northern Andes, made by 
six Harvard students in the summer of 1950. The author went along as their reporter 
and general message man. He writes at length of the group's journey south and their 
time in Lima- objecting loudly and with the brittle humor of a cynic on @ spree, to 
South American shortcomings such as delay, faulty sewage systems, Limanean inability 
to see why anyone wanted to climb mountains. But once the first peton is struck into 
"The Butcher's" foundations, Sack's story, though retaining its vivacity, gains hold 
of seriousness. David Harrah's and Jim Maxwell's final ascent- on a third and dan- 
gerously beclouded try from their precariously pitched High Camp is gripping as the 
climbers wind their tortuous way through crevasses and around cornices. Their near 
accidents and their real accident- the break of a ledge which cost the boys an over- 
night stay on Yerupaja and David Harrah the loss of his toes through frostbite- are 
terrible and suspense ridden and actually so described as to leave the reader in 
doubt as to whether or not they could have been prevented. It is a well rounded book- 
a layman's as well as a mountaineer's and one with a forthright appeal for the thrill 
of winning a peak. The author's sharp if acrid observations reveal a wealth of geo- 
graphical and climbing detail. Illustrated with photographs.

McKenney, Ruth Harcourt, Brace 
ALL ABOUT EILEEN $3.50 


All those wonderfully ridiculous, involuntarily antic episodes in the lives 
of the sisters McKenney are here divorced from other general and specific family re- 
miniscences and collected into a concentrated picture of two girls from Ohio - in 
their earlier and later years. The unhappy customs that led to fearful lies, the 
influence of the Flannigans which conflicted with the McKenney precepts, the incor- 
rigible inability to conform - whether to midwest customs or the tabus of the ‘20's - 
and the final break to New York. This included jobs, husbands and a kind of back- 
handed fame in the literary market place. You have read much of this in the four 
previous chronicles, My Sister Eileen, The McKenneys Carry On, The Loud Red Patrick 
and Love Story, but there is new material also which will add to "The Definitive 
Eileen...” as sister Ruth points out in her succinct preface. Happy times for the 
collector of modern folk lore and for those for whom 1937 might be growing dim.

NEW YORK COOKBOOK $3.00 


This might be considered an international cookbook, bound together by New York ie 
and its environs which encompass communities of virtually all nationalities. Just how 
much the introductory historical sketch outlining the history of New York in terms of 
its nationals adds to the value of the cookbook depends largely on the use to which it 
will be put. Certainly, as a guide to New York restaurants, it serves as an extra fillip 
and the restaurant lists at the back- divided according to international cuisine- will 
prove popular. The recipes themselves, groupaiunder "Early settlers", “Latin Quarter”, 
Scandinavians, Central Europeans, Jewish Dishes, Balto-Slavs, Balkans "Oriental Row", 
"Harlemites", etc. ,offer wide variety of more or less typical dishes in each category. 
For those who don't want to go in for a whole shelf of specialty cookbooks, this af- 
fords a good compromise. For those who have gone into it more deeply, the omissions 
seem more evident than inclusions. The general effect is fairly substantial, down-to- 
earth home cookery, rather than the exotic specialties and the frills. Every effort 
has been made to present the recipes simply, directly, and to use ingredients that can 
be found in most communities (possibly this is why it does not seem as temptingly for- 
eign as I'd hoped). In some of the practical advice there are sound suggestions. But 
why oh why didn't the author give European measurements translated into standard Ameri- 
can terms, instead of giving simply standard measurements. (Publ. ) 


Riesman, David Yale University Press 
FACES IN THE CROWD $5 .00 


A second volume in the author's study of the American man in relation to his 
society. FACES IN THE CROWD, subtitled Individual Studies in Character and Politics, 
with its specific interest in individuals contrasts with the more general first volume, 
[he Lonely Crowd, in its orientation. Turning again to his terms, “inner-directed" and & 
"other-directed", the author explores the relation of character structure and "political 
style", or the place of politics in the total life orientation, by means of a series of 
interviews which comprise a major portion of the book. Mr. Riesman draws from essen- 
tially urban areas, from Harlem, from a Bridgeport, Conn.,trade school, from graduate 
students in Chicago, from a suburb, ete.; from various economic, social, and educational 
groups. There is a good deal of psychological verbiage which he assumes is known to his 
audience. While the study is provocative, it is by no means conclusive (the limitations 
of the sample and the single- interview technique would seem to preclude this). People 
interested or involved in social and political science and psychology, teachers, and so on 
may find food for thought and further investigation here. (5/21)
